Whereas.  the  Republican  party  of  this

|de«. .  traditions.  and  a\»»wed  purposes, 
pledge*!  t<»  such  a  count*  of  aetioft  on  all 
publn*  question*  a*  will  favor  whatever  la  1 
good,  and  oppose  whatever  is  Immoral  or 
pernicious 

Resolved.  that  In  our  judgment  the  Re¬ 
publican  party  should  take  a  positive  and 
pronounced  attitude  of  uncoopromlelng 
hostility  to  the  organized  power  of  the  li¬ 
quor  selling  interest  of  the  «-ountry.  and 
should  favor  and  promote  any  and  all 
practical  measure*  for  the  restriction  of  the 
liquor  traffic  within  the  narrowest  practi¬ 
cable  limits,  and  for  the  enforcement  of 
all  laws  for  the  regulation,  rostriotton  oi 
suppression  of  the  liquor  saloons.  That 
it  la  ntithur  wise,  practical  or  necessary 
to  insist  that  legislation  on  the  subject 
should  be  restricted  to  the  tqtal  prohlbl- 
tion  of  the  liquor  traffic.  But  we  do  agree 
and  insist  that  it  is  the  ^luty  of  the  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  assembly  representing  this  dis¬ 
trict  to  use  every  honorable  means  in  his 
power  to  secure  the  passage  of  a  law  for 
the  establishment  of  the  highest  possible 
rate  of  license  or  tax.  for  the  sale  of  li¬ 
quors,  or  for  local  option. 

Here  is  a  platform  which  we  most 
unhesitatingly  and  cordially  endorse. 
As  Mr.  Bovee  w  ell  put  it,  in  a  forcible 
t»]>eech  in  supporting  the  resolutions, 
between  the  free  rum  policy  openly  en¬ 
dorsed  by  Democratic  platforms  and  the 
wild  and  impracticable  theories  of  the 
Prohibitionists,  the  friend  of  temper¬ 
ance  finds  himself  between  the  devil 
and  the  deep  sea.  Some  have  chosen 
the  deep  sea,  others  have  preferred 
to  stand  and  face  the  devil,  but  it  is  a 
sorry  choice,  with  desperate  chances 
either  way,  and  a  deliverer  will  be 
hailed  with  delight.  Such  a  deliverer 
we  believe  exists  in  the  Republican 
party  or  nowhere. 

It  is  incumbent  upon  us,  therefore, 
to  rise  up  and  meet  the  issue.  The 
resjJonsibilitV  rests  upon  us — let  it  not 
l»e  shirked.

The  Situation. 

The 

present  political  situation  ia 

sadly  i 

tnixe<i.  Intelligent  ol  »sei*vers 

find  themselves  completely  at  sea  in 
attempting  to  forecast  the  resylPof  the 
pemling  elections.  Already  a  Repub¬ 
lican  victory  in  Newark  has  sent  dis¬ 
may  into  the  ranks  of  the  Democracy, 
while  violent  dissentions,  notably  in 
the  fourth  and  the  seventh  Conces¬ 
sional  districts,  both  strongly  Demo¬ 
cratic,  seem  destined  to  lose  votes  to 
to  their  general  State  ticket.  The  in 
dependent  action  of  Workingmen’s 
Trades  Unions  is  another  elemenf  with 
which  all  calculations  must  deaL  Right 
ly  or  wrongly,  workingmen  are  in  the 
field,  and  are  determined  to  make 
their  influence  felt.  Nor  is  this  influ¬ 
ence  likely  to  be  ephemeral.  For 
years  the  growth  of  labor  organiza¬ 
tions  was  slow,  their  action  was  dis¬ 
trusted  by  the  great  mass  of  the  peo¬ 
ple,  and  the  control  of  demagogues 
and  hot  heads  brought  much  shgme 
and  loss  to  their  followers. 

To-day  their  numbers  are  rapidly 
increasing,  wise  leaders  are  taking  the 
places  of  mere  seekers  after  places, 
and  the  existence  of  real  grievances  is 
generally  admitted.  It  is  everywhere 
seen  that  combinations  to  prevent  qp- 
preaaion  are  not  wrong  but  rather  to 
tie  commended,  and  that  competition 
will  not  cure  all  the  evils  to  w  hich*  the 
laboringman  is  subjected.  In  a  word, 
while  there  is  pinch  to  condemn  in  the 
theories  and  deeds  of  Anarchists  and 
Socialists,  there  is  enough  of  evil  and 
wrong  in  the  present  condition  of  so¬ 
ciety  to  call  for  organization  and  unit¬ 
ed  action. 

■Another  element  to  be  reckoned 
with  in  tlje  present  election  is  the  Pro 
hibition  movement.  In  its  present 
hands  it  is  n<Tt  likely  to  accomplish 
much  directly,  but  as  a  flank  move¬ 
ment  it  may  be  of  benefit  to  the 
morals  of  the  great  political  parties: 
Already  there  is  much  talk  of  high  li¬ 
cense  among  all  classes  of  voters,  and 
the  day  cannot  be  far  distant  when 
some  decided  aetjon  will  be  taken. 
The  Republican  plank  favoring  sub¬ 
mission  of  this  question  to  the  people 
will  immensely  strengthen  the  candi¬ 
date  for  Governor  with  moderate  men. 

Upon  the  whole,  it  is  a  time  for  pru¬ 
dence  in  the  choice  of  candidates. 
State  and  Congressional.  It  is  not 


likftlv  that  any  man  shall  be  so  popu¬ 
lar  a*  to  aid  much  to  the  strength  of 
his  party,  but  it  is  quite  puawble  that 
the  effort  to  earn  th*«*e  wti<«e  record  is 
unsatisfactory  *)»f i  the  temperance  and 
labor  questions  may  prove  disastrous 
to  themaelves,  other  candid m fee.  and 
the  cause  which  they  represent.  The 
moat  im|>«>rtsnt  political  Iwttle  for 
mam  Years  is  tjo  he  (ought  *>ne  week 
from  next  Tuesday
